AN ACT to amend section 1919a and to repeal section 1945e
of the statutes, relating to resident agents of insurance eom-
panies,

The people of the Stdte of Wisconsin, represented in Senate and
Assembly, do enact as follows:

SEcTioN 1. Section 1919a of the statutes is amended to read:
Section 1919a. * * =

1. No policy of wnsurance shall be issued or delivered in this
state by any company, crcept throuwgh an agent who shall be a
resident of this state and hold a certificate of authority under
section 1976, for the kind of insurance effected by such policy.

2. In case of fire insurance, the ayent shall countersign and
enter the policy tn a permanent record to be kept by him for
that purpose. Such agent shall be paid the commission en the
policy.

3. The books of evcry person transacting or purporting to
transact the business of an insurance agent shall at all times be
open to the inspection of the commissioncr cf insurance, his
deputy or eraminers, and a refusal to permit such inspection
shall be prima facie cvidence of a violation of this section.

4. This section shall not prevent any insurance placed in vio-
lation therecf taking effect.

3. Any company or person soliciting or placing insurance
without complying with this scclion shall, in addition to other
penalties provided by law, be liable personally wpon such policy
or contract ¢f insurance to the same ertent as the company is-
suing the same.

6. This section shall not apply to:

(a) Policies issued darectly from the home office of any com-
pany organized under the laws of this stale.

..(b) Policies covering property in transit wilile in the posses-

ston or custody of any common carricr, or the rolling stock or

other property of any common carricr used and cmployed by +

as a comnion cariicr of freight or passcngers.

(¢) Policies issued direetly, by any mulual compary or ary
assoctation doing busincss on lhe anler-insurance cr recprocal
plan, on which no comniissions are paid, ercept lo a home office
manager or an atforney in fact for such company or association,
as specifically awtherized by the insured.

7. Any company or agcnl violaling this scelion shall be sub-
ject to the penaltly provided by subscction 5, of scetion 19550.
